The Power of Example 


An Associated Press roundup of teacher un­ 
rest shows trouble in Detroit, Florida, Illinois, 
Michigan, Kentucky, Maryland, New York and 
Ohto. 
Nothing so widespread ever happened to the 
teaching profession before in its long struggle 
to attain economic equity in our expansive in­ 
dustrial society. 
Not only did teachers start late in the grab 
for the top dollar; they still do not selish the L 
dea of collective coercion that is the essence of 
collective bargaining. They think it is unworthy 
cf their professional status. 
But the power of example is great. 
Teachers have watched their associates in 
the working world get what they wanted by 
collective bargaining; i.e., collective coercion. 
They have witiffessed the attempts of legisla­ 
tors in various states to make it illegal fcr 
them to do what everybody else does, on the 
basis that teachers are public employes in the 
same category with policemen and firemen. 


But they have seen the collapse of the Con- 
don-Wadlin Act in New York and the failure of 
restrictive laws elsewhere. They have seen oth­ 
er public employes get what they want by col­ 
lective coercion. 
They have seen artisans boost their own pay 
rates higher than the pay rates of teachers. 
They have seen pupils of merely average abili­ 
ty become members of an affluent society 
while teachers dropped down, down, down on 
the economic scale to a point belcnv the custo­ 
dians of school buildings. 
There will be still further Associated Press 
roundups this September as an epidemic of un­ 
rest sweeps through the ranks of the nation’s 
schoolteachers. 
They 
regret 
that 
their 
image 
of 
non­ 
complaining professionalism is being shattered. 
But the power of example cannot be denied. 
If it’s only squeaking wheels that are going to 
be greased, the way to get grease is to start 
squeaking. 


Par for the Courses 


The Ohio Department of Education has been 
I given broad powers under the new tax in- 
• crease-school aid law to set minimum educa­ 
tional standards, including standards for ele­ 
m entary schools. 
M artin W. Essex, state superintendent of 
public instruction, has high hopes for lifting 
Ohio education with this new leverage. 
He refers to the importance of a positive ap­ 
proach. His department now can go into the 
field, inspect a school system, make recom­ 
mendations for its improvement, if improve­ 
ment is needed, and take strong action to force 
districts into remedial action. 
The action might mean consolidation of inad­ 
equate districts. It might mean a recommenda­ 
tion to split up a weak school district among 
surrounding strong districts. 
Though voters 
would have to pass on school district reorgani­ 
zation, the State Departm ent of Education 


would have positive power to pass on the ques­ 
tion of the need for reorganization. 


This will be a big assignment. Carrying it out 
will call for the highest degree of understand­ 
ing and restraint. 
Establishing minimum standards and deciding 
when standards are being m et is too important 
to be trusted to statisticians, computers, even 
educators, if they lean heavily to educationism. 


Education is not a m atter of making every­ 
thing shipshape. It also is a m atter of com­ 
manding and holding confidence — and any­ 
thing smacking in the least of authoritarianism 
will be intolerable. 


We wish Sqpt. Essex luck. He will need luck 
plus restraint, tact, prudence, sympathy, charm 
and wit to keep from getting his head chopped 
off if he ever gives Ohioans an impression of 
high-handedness in school affairs. 
Deepening Muddle In Viet 


Nguyen Van Thieu, South Vietnam’s presi­ 
dent-elect, apparently isn’t as informed about 
the war in his country as he should be. 


He says American troops should handle more 
of the fighting while South Vietnamese troops 
concentrate on pacification. 


If Mr. Thieu would compare daily activity 
schedules of Americans and South Vietnamese 
and scan American casualty lists, he would 
find out who already is handling the heavy 
fighting. 


Mr. Thieu’s coat-holding position is under­ 
standable from his point of view. After all, what 
country wouldn’t like to have servicemen from 
another nation fight its battles? 


But 
from 
the 
American 
viewpoint, 
Mr. 
Thieu’s program is hard to swallow. 
American troops already are engaged in 


heavy ground fighting, and the air war drones 
on daily. South Vietnamese troops aren’t even 
doing a g od job in their present pacification 
role, which is guarding government control 
workers trying to win villages away from the 
Viet Cong. 
With anti-war sentiment growing in the Unit­ 
ed States, Mr. Thieu would have been better 
off to issue a statem ent pledging a continuing 
effort for peace and renewed battlefield effort 
in cooperation with the United States and its 
allies. 
Instead he comes up with a stupid program 
of greater military commitment for the United 
States and a lesser fighting rc-le for the South 
Vietnamese 
Mr. Thieu’s policy can only bring a new wave 
of discontent and deepening disi lusionment to 
Americans over the Vietnam muddle.

Reuther Could Go It Alone 


NEW YORK — It was a quixotic moment in 
a midtewn M anhattan hotel penthouse. From 
nearby com er schoolhouses to distant docks, 
auto plants, steel mills, railway depots, city 
halls, police and fire stations 
and deep copper pits, pickets 
marched and chanted in the 
most whiplashing strike wave 
I of this war tern decade 
But in the penthouse, an 
i m p r o v i s e d pressroom, a 
I slicker, well-groomed excur­ 
mudgeon, 
George 
Meany, 
leader of the influential mei 
I who lead labor, bantered easi- 


virt*f Bic.rt 
ly With the press. 
With ease, Meany spoke cf the right of his 
millions of followers to strike rails, schools and 
municipal services. There was nothing of the 
spectacular which just a few days aarlier had 
enshrouded the ailing Walter Reuther — now 
determined to raise and spend as much as $150 
million in strike funds to crack the auto indus­ 
try and win a fat contract for some 700,000 
auto workers. 
This catastrophe could whip up as swiftly as 
Hurricane Beulah. The public has overlooked 
the fact that GM has stated that new workers 
need not join the uni n, nor pay dues, nor initi­ 
ation fees to keep their jobs while there is no 
contract. Furtherm ore, there really is no longer 
any effective grievance machinery. There is 
the traditional mediation mechanism, but no fi­ 
nal arbitration on disputes on the production 
floor. Any flare-up could result in a country 
wide GM strike though Reuther in his letters to 
his locals has implored his people to keep their 
tem pers under control. 
If GM does “ go down” , Reuther would need 
$50 or $60 million dollars more immediately to 
run the second strike. And more if Chrysler 
was affected. 
Meanwhile, back at the Summit Hotel here, 
where the AFL-CIO high command has been 
meeting, the insiders wondered why “ W alter” 
had dashed into this morass so swiftly. They 
reckoned there is no percentage in “spectacu- 
larism .” 


THIS FIGURE WAS what the insiders at the 
AFL-CIO Executive Council believed the Detroit 
“redhead” was ready “ to blow.” Apparently 
the auto union was planning to go it alone. 
Reuther had net contacted the Executive Coun­ 
cil. said Meany shortly after its first session 
the other day. No, no one had heard from De­ 
troit. There had been no request for help. 
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This appeared to be quite alright with the na­ 
tion's labor high ccmmand. Dutifully they had 
passed an 11-line resolution promising full sup­ 
port of the auto union against tbe corporations. 
The United Steelworkers earlier had pledged a 
million dollars. But this was petty cash in the 
auto union adventure. The UAW now has to 
pick up the hospital-medical insurance pay­ 
ments on the 160.000 Ford strikers. It m ust 
help on house mortgages and installments. It 
m ust set up the usual strike depots. And It is 
pouring out about $5 million a week in strike 
benefits. 
Thus in two months of striking it could liqui­ 
date some $45 to $50 million of its strike fund. 
What then, if a strike flash fired at General 
Motors and some 400,000 others hit the bricks? 
In the penthouse, the newsmen tried to budge 
the broad-shouldered Meany into some dram at­ 
ics. But he played for the payoff, not the head­ 
lines. Some cne asked him if he would get oa 
the United Federation of Teachers picket line. 
“ No,” he grinned, “you know my reputation 
on picket lines. Let’s keep it consistent. I don’t 
mind the picket lines. It's the photographers. 
Maybe I’d go if they weren’t there.” 


HIS MENTION cf the picket lines was a 
reference to an old statem ent that he had nev­ 
er led a strike. Reuther had ragged him on 
that one. sneering at the fact that the president 
of the AFL-CIO had never been on a picket 
line, according to legend. The legend is wrong 
but the myth has lingered on. 
But for Meany the picket line was not the 
payoff. There was no doubt that he was back­ 
ing up all the public service strikes including 
the teachers and municipal employes and rail­ 
road workers. 
No, he did not believe there would be any 
national restrictive strike legislation. He did not 
believe the President would tolerate such ef­ 
forts in the Congress. 
The President is labor’s friend, said Meany. 
“The President is not in difficulties with the 
labor movement,” said Meany when reminded 
of a poll which showed LB J’s influence waning. 
There was confidence in the voice of this 
m an Meany — the voice of American labor. 
Genially, he dissolved the image the now voice­ 
less Walter (laryngitis) Reuther has been paint­ 
ing of him. 
For some one like myself, just back from 
foreign climes, George Meany appeared to be 
the most assured and militant labor leader in 
the Western world — including Detroit.

Nuclear 
Dangers 


Most people do not understand the problems 
Involved in trying to avert nuclear war 


They 
have 
assumed 
America 
is 
strong 
enough to deter any country from making such 
an attack. But it is not so simple. 
Developments indicate the United States will 
have to do far more than has been planned to 
protect the American People against a "sur­ 
prise attack.” 
Two speeches made last weekend tell a sig­ 
nificant story 
One was delivered in London by William 
store, D-R.I. who is chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy. 
Their statements shed new light on the risks 
and perils of nuclear war despite negotiations 
for signing a treaty to prevent m'tfe countries 
from making weapons of the nuclear type 
Prof. Polk pinpoints a potentially dangerous 
situation in the Middle East. He says either 
Russia or Red China may endeavor to set up 
nucear missile bases In Egypt. This might. In­ 
cidentally. explain why the Soviets have been 
investing so many millions of dollars in giving 
arm s to Egypt. 
Most people have been puzzled over Russia’s 
continuing interest in Egypt. Prof. P 'lk de­ 
clares that a Soviet medium-range missile base 
in Egypt could be used as a threat to force the 
U.S. Sixth Fleet and Polaris submarine units 
from the Mediterranean. He says: 
“This would be a rational Soviet objective, 
particularly If it involved — as it prcbably 
would — a substantial increase in the Commu­ 
nist position in the Arab countries.” 


Prof. Polk, whose talk was presented by the 
British government’s broadcasting system, sug 
gested the net result might be an apprehensive 
reaction by Israel to setting up either a Rus­ 
sian or Red Chinese nuclear base on its door­ 
step. He rem arked that Israel has “both the 
capacity to manufacture and to deliver a nu­ 
clear weapon.” 
All this has a direct relationship to facts re­ 
vealed in an address at Groton, Conn, by Sen 
Pastore at the ceremony launching a new ne- 
clear submarine. 
He declared the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy will soon start hearings to consider a 
program of expansion of both Polaris subma­ 
rines 
and 
nuclear-attack 
submarines. 
He 
stressed that another Senate committee soon 
would take up the question of an anti-ballistic 
missile system. He added: 
“There is little doubt that the Polaris subma­ 
rine represents our most formidable deterrent 
to an all-out w ar . . . The Soviet Union’s of­ 
fensive nuclear striking power is increasing in 
comparison to our own — while at the same 
tim e they are deploying one and probably tw 
anti-ballistic missile systems to defend their 
country — which we are not doing — I repeat 
—■ which we are not doing. . . . 
“ We cannot live in a world of atomic energy 
and discount completely the possibility of “ sur­ 
prise attack’ on our nation. . . . 
“Our offensive weapons are second to none 
— but it has been our announced and contin­ 
uing policy for generations never to strike first 
Today—in effect—we are asking the American 
people to be prepared to accept near nuclear 
annihilatim because our strategy calls for ab­ 
sorbing the first nuclear strike. . . . 
“ With all our offensive power, our defense 
posture could be our Achilles’ heel. We cannot 
sit back and let ourselves be lulled into a sense 
of false security, relying only cn the hope that 
fear of retaliation will deter potential aggres­ 
sors. 
“ Development of an ABM system is, I re­ 
peat, extremely expensive but, indeed, neces­ 
sary. In this kind of a world, the alternatives 
are few. The security of our country — the ul­ 
tim ate in its defense — deserves the highest 
national priority. An affluent America — with 
so much to lose — must not face this mortal 
challenge cheaply.” 
For several months now, there have been re­ 
ports that American naval experts are urging a 
plan to help defend India and other friendly 
countries on the Indian ocean from coming un­ 
der Communist control through nuclear black­ 
mail. 
The idea is for the U.S. Navy to station Po­ 
laris submarines permanently in the waters 
bordering Asia. It is argued that this would 
furnish a way to reach a new set cf targets in 
Russia and Red China as a part of the Ameri­ 
can plan of defense. 
The program of “deterrence” of a nuclear 
w ar has by no means been completed.

Seek Increased Benefits 


COLUMBUS, Ohio

Art's His Life

for his more than 360 Saturday 
Evening Post covers. 
After 47 years of recording 
the foibles of the American 
public with painstaking accura­ 
cy and gentle humor Rockwell 
has switched to more topical 
themes. 
"The kind of thing I did for 
years is through," the 73-year- 
oid artist said softly as he fold­ 
ed his Twiggy frame into an 
antique chair. 
Rockwell is feverishly behind 
schedule, has committed his tal­ 
ents for months ahead and Is 
generally happy about the whole 
thing. 
The shock of hair hi silver, but 
his cavernous eyes are alive 
with enthusiasm. 
"The public doesn't want my 
type of gentle humor anymore 
and the magazines don’t want 
it; they’re new full of articles on 
race problems drug addiction, 
sex in the suburbs, mass mur­ 
ders and the like. I still get let­ 
ters from people every day who 
say, 'Why don’t you do those 
sweet old pictures like you used 
to do," but that’s just from old 
people, like myself,’’ he chuck­ 
led. 
"To be honest, I was getting 
fed up with the cute situations,” 
he explained. "Since the Post, 
I’ve been getting some very ex­ 
citing things to do.” Among 
them he mentioned covers and 
special inside illustrations for 
Look and McCall's, such as as­ 
tronauts and the Peace Corps, 
even a tongue-in-cheek pictorial 
comment on women’s hair roll­ 
ers and current hair styles. 
He remains as American as 
red, white and blue, as tradi­ 
tional as Old World courtesy 
and as aware as New World 
current events. 
Recently Rockwell was in the 
Soviet Union for two weeks on a 
painting assignment cf Russian 
schools. "The topic was more or 
less that in school, children 
were being taught to revere—I 
could 
almost 
say, 
worship— 
Lenin.” The execution of the 
painting was one of the most 
difficult of his career, he said. 
The illustration will appear on a 
double-page spread in an Octo- 
er issue of Look’s look into the 
50th anniversary of the Bolshe­ 
vik Revolution. 
In his studio, a huge, elongat­ 
ed canvas sat on the easel wait­ 
ing to be finished. It shows a 
portion of today’s Main Street in 
quaint, picturesque Stockbridge, 
Mass., where the artist lives, 
and 
will 
be 
featured 
in 
a 
three-page foldout section in 
McCall’s Christmas Issue. 
For the most part, Rockwell 
retains a photographically real­ 
istic style despite detractors 
who have sniffed that he is old- 
fashiond. 
"Paintings 
are 
never 
any 
good when they’re easy. The 
ones I have trouble with always 
come out best,” he said. He 
feels his most significant or 
"most recurring work” is the 
four freedoms series created in 
1943 during World War II. 
Rockwell emphasizes the need 
for regular work hours. He naps 
after lunch, ceases work after 
dinner and tries to get at least 
eight hours of sleep. 
Since he has made more than 
enough money, he says his com­ 
pulsion to work is just "bad 
habit.” Though he is selective 
with art job offers, he adds, "I 
have a lot more orders than I 
can do. I take on too many 
things—one job is only for some 
little drawings. I don’t know 
why the hell I do it.” 
As 
if answering 
his own 
thoughts, he concluded, "Art is 
my life. I’ve never done any­ 
thing else.”

Yank Durham and Duke Du- 
gent realized Joe Frazier was 
special. 
"Actually," Joe said, "I went 
to th e gymnasium to lose 
weight. I was a butterball. I 
weighed 235. And there was no 
way I was going to afford tail­ 
or-made clothes.” 
"You could see right 
away 
that Joe had it as a fighter,' 
Dugent says. 
"Even with all 
that weight.” 
Durham and Dugent handled 
Joe carefully. 
They did not 
rush him through a whirlwind 
amateur career. Joe had 40 
amateur fights. He won ail but 
two. 
Dugent dropped out as an ac­ 
tive handler after Joe’s ama­ 
teur days ended. Durham 
re­ 
mains as his trainer. 
Joe's career has been financ­ 
ed by 
the Cloverlay Corp., 
which originally had 146 stock­ 
holders. It now has 231 stock­ 
holders. They hold 9.370 shares 
at $50 per share. 
Joe has won his 17 profes­ 
sional fights, but he is not in 
the World Boxing Association’s 
elimination tournament which 
is being held to determine a 
successor to Cassius Clay. The 
WBA declared the heavyweight 
title vacant when Cassius re­ 
fused Army induction. 
" I’d like to fight Clay,” Joe 
says. "He still has the title. I 
don’t want to fight Jimmy Ellis 
or Thad Spencer. They don’ 
have the title. 
" I admire Clay. He seems to 
be a down-to-earth guy. 
Who 
am I to say anything about his 
religion? Each man has his 
own religion. 
" I was with him in Houston 
for the two elimination fights. 
We went bowling together. He’s 
a lot of iun. He doesn’t seem 
worried right now. He has faith 
that it will turn out right.” 
Joe Frazier’s life has chang­ 
ed radically in the past 
few 
years. From a farm in Beau­ 
fort, S. C., to the Philadelphia 
gettos, to an Olympic gold med­ 
al, to top ranking in the heavy­ 
weight division and now a home 
in the suburbs. 
"You change the life,’ Joe, 
22, says. "It does not change 
you. I ’ll talk to anyone, help 
anyone or do anything I can 
for anybody. People need un­ 
derstanding today, all people. 
"If I get the heavyweight 
champion, but Joe is going to 
way I can. I want to be a good 
champion, but Joe is ging to 
stay like Joe is right now. 
" I want to let people see that 
being the No. 1 contender does 
not change a man.”

ing fro m h eart disease o r so me 
o th er serio u s co nditio n; o r to 
end a pregnancy wh en th e fetu s 
is dead. 
Q — I am 36 y ears o ld. My 
first baby was bo rn dead, du e 
to th e co rd being aro u nd h is 
neck.

Ho w maay 
weeks is co nsidered a fu ll term?

Is 
th is a u su al pro cedu re? 
A — It is easy fo r th e co rd 
to beco me co iled abo u t th e 
baby ’s neck. Th is h appens in 
abo u t 25 per cent o f all deliv ­ 
eries. In mo st, bu t no t all, 
su ch cases, th e do cto r can 
eith er maneu v er th e co rd back 
o v er th e baby ’s h ead o r cu t 
th e co rd and ex tract th e baby 
with fo rceps. 
A fu ll-term pregnancy lasts 
38 o r 39 weeks. Regardless o f 
a h isto ry o f nev er h av ing h ad 
sy ph illis, all pregnant wo men 
get a test fo r th is disease. By 
making th e pro cedu re ro u tine, 
no o ne is embarrassed. 
Th is 
is a wise precau tio n, becau se 
early diagno sis and treatment 
can prev ent certain co ngenital 
defects in th e h aby . 
Q — Wh en my seco nd so n, 
no w 6. was bo rn, I was in 
labo r 45 h o u rs du e to u terine 
inertia. Is it po ssible th at th e 
12-y ear interv al between my 
two pregnancies cau sed th is in­ 
ertia? 
A — Uterine inertia in a first 
deliv ery may be du e to a co n­ 
genital defect in th e u terine 
mu scu latu re o r u terine nerv es. 
In later deliv eries, it is mo re 
likely to be acco ciated with 
frequ ent pregnancies th an with 
a lo ng perio d between th em. 
Also , it is seen in o bese wo men 
mo re o ften th an in th o se o f no r­ 
mal weigh t.

Police Cars In Milwaukee 


MILWAUKEE, Wis 
fAP) - 
Gangs o f white y o uths pelted 
N'egro mo to rists and po lice cars 
with ro cks, bo ttles and bricks 
Wednesday night in a fo urth 
straight night cf v io lence o n the 
v irtually all- white So uth Side 
The cro wds had gathered fo r 
a seco nd successiv e night in an­ 
ticipatio n o f an o pen ho using 
march by Negro es who sto pped 
sho rt o f the So uth Side neighbo r­ 
ho o d. 
Po lice finally bro ke up the 
cro wds o f white y o uths with re­ 


peated barrages o f tear gas and 
smo ke bo mbs and with the in­ 
timidating blasts o f rio t guns 
and rev o lv ers, but no t befo re 
sev eral po lice cars and v ans 
were sho wered with fly ing de­ 
brie!» 
Three perso ns were in­ 
jured At least 20 were arrested. 
The v io lence came despite a 
decisio n by the Rev . J ames E. 
Gro ppi, a white Ro man Catho lic 
priest, 
and

ment o f Co lo red Peo ple, to steer 
clear o f the So uth Side- where 


their o pen ho using march was

"We do n't hav e to pro v e ho w 
brav e we are.” the priest said 
Wednesday befo re leading Ne­ 
gro marchers in a demo nstra­ 
tio n in the v irtually all-Negro 
Inner Co re. 
It was the 17th straight night 
o f denro stratio ns by the priest 
and the co uncil which he ad­ 
v ises. 
Wednesday ’s v io lence was at 
first directed to ward Negro mo ­ 
to rists, many o f them o n their 
way to o r fro m wo rk in S'uth 


Side industries. 
Po lice filed tear gas earlier to 
disperse the cro wd after abo ut 
300 white y o uths had marched 
o n the residence o f William E 
Co usins, 
the 
Ro man Cath lie 
archbfsho p o f Milwaukee. 
The y o uths were demanding 
fo r a seco nd night in a ro w. that 
the

The archbisho p came to the 
fro nt lawn o f his residence and

The archbisho p’s edito rial nei­ 
ther censured no r suppo rted the 
co ntro v ersial priest but warned 
against co nfusing Father Gro ppi 
with the city 's racial pro blems.
